Decade of Movie 
Inspection. 


Ten years of moving picture censor- 


| Ship in.Chicago have resulted in the 


elimination of hundreds of thousands 
of feet from films shown to more than | 
| 400,000 persons daily, according to Maj. 
M. L. C. Funkhouser, sccond deputy 
superintendent of police. 

According to. Majg Funkhouser, the 
board of twelve censors, selected by 


civil service, has little or no discretion 
in ordering “cut outs” or refusing to 
issue permits, as they. merely adhere 
to city ordinances and. the state law, 
which latter prohibits hanging scenes. 
The ordinances, Among other things, 
prohibit the showing of pictures im- 
moral, obscene, or which portray scenes 


which have a tendency. to disturb the. Charles H. Burlingame, who has re- 


public peace. 
Anspections Exceed 10,000. 
Within the iast year 10,694 motion 
pictures were inspected by the censor 
and his aids, and out of this number 
only 153 were rejected in their entire- 
ty, Maj. Funkhouser asserted. “ The 
average film is approximately 1,000 feet 
in length and the total number of feet 
rejected ‘by the censor last year was 
216,566 
The cost of maintaining the censor- 
ing department is more than paid for 
by the permits issued to the producers, 
which cost $1 each. Last year 28,697 
permits were issued. The twelve cen- 
sors draw salaries ranging from $120 
to $135 a month. 
“ The trouble with the motion picture

The entire available transpor- 
tation facilities of the Red Cross were 
thrown into the breach.

Perhaps a typical example of the 
Red Cross activities at several princi- 
. pal points, selected because of the troop | 
and civilian movement, was at C——. 
Here the Red Cross set up a canteen, 
soup kitchen, first aid ambulance and 
dressing station, and a supply base. 
Here also it took over the biggest hotel 
in the town and operated it to feed and 
shelter British and French officers and 
its own workers. . 

’ The canteen and soup kitchen fed 
more than 25,000 British and French 
soldiers a day. The men did not have 
to. stop in the town to get Red Cross 
‘rations. Its workers covered four 
roads over which there was a constant 
movement of troops and transports. 
Running alongside of the wagons, gun 
carriages, and motor trucks, the work- 
ers would pass up hot coffee, sausage, ‘ 
canned beef, chogplate, and cigarets. 
One staff car came back two miles
